The Canadian question within the discussion on IDA-TTA has generated an 
awful lot of verbiage, , some of which is accurate and some of which is other- 
wise. I shall attempt! to state certain things from my own particular pers- 
pective as a liberal 3?ut rationalistic Canadian citizen. 

Canada is a loosely-knit federation of strong, nearly independent states. 
The provinces have far more autonomy than do the American states. Dissolution 
of the country is an ever-present nemesis; the election in Quebec tomorrow 
will likely see the rise to power of a political party which has as its 
primary plank the separation of Quebec from the rest of Canada. Our western 
provinces literally hate the "easterners'* , namely Ontario, and are intent on 
using their oil and gas resources to the west from' the present power base of 
Ontario and Quebec. British Columbia is our own California and is oriented 
to the U.S.A. more than to the Canada east of the Rockies. 

To the south of us lies a ; benevolent giant who is imposing on us uninten- 
tionally an alien culture through the media of television and magazines/ 
books. There is no reason for us not to be a part of the U.S.A. other than 
intangible, factors , such as pride in a separate national and cultural iden- 
tity. On economic , , mill itary, business and all other practical grounds we 
should remove . that three-thousand-mile border. And precisely because of this 
we must; constantly assert Our separate indentities, however foolish it may 
seem to the Americans who observe us. You Americans have a very useful pol- 
itical an$ miliitary weapon in your extreme forms of expressing patriotism. 
I think I pan speak, for most Canadians when I say I laugh at how similar 
your patriotism is to the propaganda displayed in Peking or Moscow. But then, 
you are all super-powers and that is what helps you remain pov^erful. It is 
a convenient; opiate that a small country such as Canada lacks, and vie make 
do by fighting arcong ourselves and the only identity we can agree on is our 
definition as not American s> which is sometimes reduced? to anti-American. 
The animosity we express to you Americans is much more for ourselves than 
at you. So be patient, understanding and forgive us our words of anger. Aft- 
er all., if we kicked you out of the country, we would be bankrupt tomorrow. 

iow,. to translate this to Diplomacy: I have played the game to make 
friands. I see no need to have a separate Canadian regional representative 
a:: the IDA-HA Council. I do not wish to deny the existence of IDA-NA in any 
for.a, but the rise, of this new organization came at about the same time that 
I was fed up with my membership in a stupifying organization. As stated \in 
Paroxysm a while back, I see no need for the presence of IDA or IDA-HA sincie 
it is energetic individuals who will do the work if it is perceived as vital, 
l.hy impose a bureaucratic structure on the efforts of these volunteers?. 

To Lenard Lakofka and his comments published in Diplomacy Review #5/5? 
I agree with you fully that the feuding must stop, and that everyone con- 
cerned should try to make the organization work. To my own way of thinking 
I was never carrying on a feud with you personally and I hope there is no 
animosity. I shall let lapse my membership in the IDA because I see no need 
for the organization in any form. Again, let me emphasize that I have not 
stated a preference for CDO or CDGO over IDA or IDA-NA. Each association 
should be able to co-exist with the others and there can be overlapping 
memberships. . What I espouse , though, is the notion that brie should support 
only the degree of organization needed. I convenient analogy is transport- 
ation, and why get a Caddillac when a Dodge will do. As far as 1 am concern- 
ed I don't need all the options on an IDA-NA model and. I'll make do with 
CDO. Nationalism doesn 1 t even play a big part; I like CDO because some of

ce , t u t he new liller number Custodian. This announcement is backed by 
t/ 3c*ii: , irreproachable supports of Rod Falker, Fred Davis and "all of Eur- 
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ope" (thus Boyer) . 

Qhile this may seem a reasonable enough announcement, it so happens there 
is a Miller Number Custodian, Robert Sacks, who is gamesmastering in this 
magazine.

Veil/ ah, t6 be exact, it seems that this group doesn't like Bob Sacks, 

llovj, this is a very understandable reaction to Sacks. Bob is not the 
easiest person to get along with, and has been tossed out of several homes 
on the grounds that he is offensive and boring. This is indisputable. 

It seems to me in my ignorance that someone's personality is a small mat- 
tre is decisions of working. The first question is: does he do the job. The 
second iss can lie be counted on to continue doing the job.

The most telling argument against von Metzke' s usurpation is that of 
chaos* If von iletzke can declare himself to hold a hobby position, then any- 
one can do so'. People may claim that those who support von Metzke are intel- 
ligent v^ell-known people who would not do #his*, if it is not absolutely neces- 
sary. But it is not necessary, and it opens' tne way to that Ililler Number 
Custodian on every block.
